"The New York Conunercial Advei- 
tlner baa been worrying; itn Protectionist 
contemporaries by reprinting extractk 
from Henry Clay's taritT .«peechee," says 
the Philadelphia Record. "They read 
vary much like current tariff reform edi* 
torisle. Mr. Olay held that the cost of 
labor was ?o inconsiderable an element in 
the scheme of protection as to be hardly 
worth mentlonint. Our eheap raw ma* 
terials and thebt tter quality of our labor, 
he inBi8to<i, more than counterbalanced 
the disadvantage of the low wages of la- 
bor in Great Britain. It was 'protected' 
labor. Skilled workmen obtained $4 per 
week for eleven hours work per day. 
Such labor now, nnproteoted, earna from 
10 25 to $8 78 per week for eight hoars 
work per dav. 

"Mr. Clay disdained the cheap dema- 
gogy which seeks to cheat the laboring 
man out of his vote hv making him be- 
lieve that to vote for protection is to vote 
bimfelf better wagea. He favored pro- 
tection as a measure of reprissl ag.-iinst 
nations whose liostile tariffs affected ad- 
versely the trade of the United .States. 
He was in favor of free trade with free 
traders. 'Go home,' be said in debate 
with Colonel Hayne,who was born abroad, 
'to your native Europe, and there incul- 
cate upon her sovereigns your Utopian 
doctrine of free trade, and when you have 
prevailed upon them to unseal their ports 
and freely admit the prodnee of this 
c ountry, come hack, anil we shall be pre- 
pared to bicome converts and to adopt 
your fait h.'" ^^.^^
